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REMARKS 

Claims 1 and 2 are pending in this application. By this Amendment, claims 1 and 2 are 
amended. No new matter is added by any of these amendments. 

I. Telephone Interview Record 

Applicant appreciates the courtesies extended to Applicant's representative by Examiner 
Thornwell during the January 9, 2007 telephone interview. In accordance with MPEP §713.04, 
the reasons presented at the interview as warranting favorable action are incorporated in the 
remarks below and constitute Applicant's record of the interview. 

U. F.ntrv of the Amendment 

Entry of this amendment is proper under 37 CFR § 1 . 1 16 because the amendments: a) do 
not raise any new issues requiring further search or consideration; and b) address formal 
requirements of the Final Rejection and preceding Office Action. Applicant respectfully 
requests entry of the Amendment in order to render the application acceptable for filing a 
Request for Statutory Invention Registration (SIR) under 35 U.S.C. §157.

The Final Office Action rejects claims 1 and 2 as being allegedly anticipated under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(b) over by ShipConstructor ShipCAM by Albacore Research Ltd. 
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Applicant submitted the reasons for traversing the rejection in the September 20, 2006 
Amendment Applicant offers no further petition to withdraw the §102 rejection.
